Penrose's Equality Law

Washington. — A far-reaching politi- 
cal effect Is predicted by both repub 
lican and democratic leaders to result 
from the declaration or Senator Pen- 
rose, member or the republican nation- 
al committee from Pennsylvania and 
titular republican leader 'or that state 
for "equal rights" ror the negro. 

Acting largely under orders rrom 
Penrose, the house or representatives 
at Hamshurg^ has Just passed a bill 
which provides that negroes In Penn- 
sylvania may patronise hotels, cafes, 
restaurants, educational Institutions 
and amusement places on equal terms 
with whites. The measure would se- 
verely penalise those who own or con- 
duct "public utilities br accommoda- 
tions" for refusing negroes access to 
them or for denying negroes the same 
privileges accorded whites. 

"I communicated with my friends at 
Harri.burg that I wanted the bill pass- 
ed.". Penrose said. 

"I believe the time has come when 
mur negro cltlsens must no longer be 
which provides thnt negroes In Penn- 
denled those rights as free men which 
given them by the constitution. 
There must be an end to the repression 
and discrimination to which the ne- 
groes are subjected."
